WASHINGTON, Oct. 25 .—Speak- 
ing as a party leader and as an in- 
dividual President Wilson today 
urged the woman suffrage issue upon 
the voters of all States. He told a 
Gelegation of 100 members of the 
New York State Woman’s Suffrage 
party that he hoped their campaign

PASSED $3,000,000,000 MARK 


Reports Indicate Liberty Day Sales 

May Have Carried Subscriptions 

$500,000,000 Beyond Minimum. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25.—Treas- 
ury officials announced today their 
conviction that Liberty Loan sub- 
scriptions had passed the $3,000,- 
000,000 minimum mark and were 
well on the way to $5,000,000,000 
goal. 

Indications early in the day were 
that Liberty day sales had carried 
the total to approximately $3,500,- 
000,000, if not beyond that sum. 
Subscriptions officially reported to 
the Federal Reserve Banks up to 
the close of business last night with 
reports from some banks missing, 
approximated $2,200,000,000> 

“No section of the country can be 
said longer to be asleep to the mean- 
ing of the sale,” said the Treasury 
Department’s announcement. “Until 
yesterday the Dallas and Atlanta dis- 
tricts and certain parts of the Mid- 
dle West were causing great concern, 
more, in fact ,than any one other 
than those in direct communication 
with the district committees could 
realize. But they came through with 
flying colors. Today they are mov- 
ing swiftly along, intent on achieving 
their maximum. 

Next to the glowing reports from 
Dallas and Atlanta, the most en- 
couraging news of the day came 
from St. Louis district. It passed 
its minimum mark of $120,000,000 
and set sail for its maximum of $209,- 
000,000. This is particularly grati- 
fying because of workers there hav- 
ing.to contend with pro-Germanism 
and apathy.

WHEN Hr ARRIVED, 
DIGKSON TESTIFIES 


Adjutant-General Says Militi 
Had Situation Well in Hand 
‘at Midnight. 


COL. TRIPP INTERROGATED 


on Steps Taken by Militia, / 
Police and Mayor. 


Adjutant-Genergl Frank S. Dick- 
son of the Illinois National Guard 
took the witness stand today before 
the Congressional Committee which 
is investigating the East St. Louis 
race riots. He followed Col. Steph- 
en O. Tripp, who was in command 
of the militia forces at the time the 
riots took place July 2 last. 
| When Gen. Dickson seated him- 
self in the witness chair Congress- 
man Foster remarked: “I ought to 
know ycu, General. You once de- 
feated me for Congress.”’ 

Gen. Dickson testified that he ar- 
rived in East St. Louis at midnight, 
July 2, the night of the rioting, and 
at once assumed charge of tne 
troops. All of the killing had been 
done before that hour. Frota the 
time of his arrival, he said, ne had 
the situation well in hand. He then 
told how he disposed the militia 
troops after taking charge. 
Mayor Mollman's Course Criticised 

by Militia Leader. 

At yesterday’s session Col. Tripp 
was closely questioned by the Con- 
gressional Investigating Committee, 
in an effort to learn why rioting 
was not checked early in the day. 
Tripp, in his testimony, charged that 
Mayor Mollman was laying down.”’ 

Another charge made by Col. 
Tripp, which will be investigated by 
the committee, was that the police 
released rioters as fast as the mili- 
tia could arrest them. He said his 
men took about 500 men to the po- 
lice station July 2, and that only 
100 remained the next morning. 
Then, he testified, a Justice released 
all of the 100 except two. 
Col. Tripp told, for the first time, 
how Mayor Mollman “abdicated” his 
office the morning of July 2, the day 
of the riot; and designated City At- 
torney T. L. Fekete to act aq Mayor. 
Moliman said “he was not feeling 
well, and had been advised not to 
go out,“ the witness said. 

“His indisposition was more men- 
tal than physical, was it not?” in- 
quired Chairman Ben Johnson. Col. 
Tripp replied that Mollman appeared 
well physically, as he stayed at his 
office all day. 

Telis of Dispersing Mob. 
Col. Tripp testified that he arrived 
in East St. Louis at 8 a. m., July 2, 
without his uniform. He ordered 
Col. E. P. Clayton to take active 
charge of field operations, while he 
remained at the city hall as a staff 
officer. He said he asked Mayor 
Mollman several times to go out and 
help station the troops, but that the 
Mayor refused to leave the build. 
ing. Col. Tripp saftd that he, Col. 
Clayton and a private dispersed a 
mob ‘at Collinsville and Illinois ave- 
nues at 1:30 o' clock. 
Questioning brought out the fact 
that Col. Tripp was eating lunch 
two blocks away when Ed Cook, Lu- 
rizzo Beard and William Keyser 
were killed, and that he did not fin- 
sh his meal until nearly half an 
hour later.

Ik there is one thing more than an- 
other that the American soldier pines 
for, once his craving for an Ameri- 
can smoke is satisfied, it is a letter 
from home or a newspaper or a mag- 
azine that smacks of what he fondly 
calls “the gobd old U. S. A.“ ö 

His spirits rise like the mercury in 
a thermometer as he opens and reads 
-a letter that tells what friends and 
family are doing, about how John or 
Jim has enlisted, about how the local 
national guard has marched away to 
start training, even about the’ new 
drug store that has opened where the 
candy store used to be. 

The men who have in hand the 
great task of getting an American 
army to France, training it to fight 
and supplying it with all its varied 
necessities have not forgotten that 
the cheerful soldier is the best sol- 
dier and have seen to it that he shall 
get his letters and his newspapers 
from the U. S. A. just as quickly as 
possible. 

Chain of Postoffices. 

The Postofflce Department has 
contributed its quota to the army 
and its men have now completed the 
organization of a chain of postoffices 
from the sea to the training area. 

In the early days immediately 
after the expedition landed the sol- 
dier got his mail or did not get it, as 
the fates decreed. Sometimes he got 
a letter that had seen mailed only 10 
days before, sometimes it had been 
days knocking about France for a 
month. That was the result of the 
inevitable uncertainty of the relatives 
and friends at home who wrote the 


and there really is nothing more 
complicated about writing a soldier 
in France than about writing a busi- 
ness letter to someone in the next 
county. 

The form for directing a letter is 
as follows: 

Corporal John Jones, 
—th U. S. Infantry, 
U. S. Armory Postoffice No.— 
American Expeditionary Force, 

France. 

The numbers of the postal stations 
are numbered so as to avoid confu- 
sion with the British postoffices, 
which begin with number one. The 
number and disposition of these 
postoffices cannot be given here, and 
rvidual correspondents of his own 
would give valuable information to 
the German agents. 

Two Cents Sends a Letter. 

Only two cents postage is needed | 
to send a letter by the army posta! 
service. There is no advantage in 
paying five cents and sending the let- | 


fact time will be saved by using the 
army postal service. The army has 
already established a motor cycle 
service for mails in the training zone, 
and later a motor truck service will 
be added. This service has already 
transported and delivered quantities 
of American magazines to the sol- 
diers, who for the first month or so 
were practically without home read- 
ing matter save a little furnished by 
the Y. W. C. A. 

An idea of the amount of mail this 
new organization is already handling 
may be got from the fact that on the 
two days preceding that on which 
this is written 1100 sacks of letters 
alone were distributed, to say noth- 
ing of a big shipment of magazines 
and papers just arrived. 

The organization is preparing for 
far bigger work, however. A con- 
siderable force of experienced postal 
clerks has been distributed over the 
American zone, installed in small 
towns and villages, sometimes in 
tents, usually in a vacant French 
store on some cobble-stoned street, 
where the sign, “TY. &. Postoffice,”’ 
strikes the eye strangely, contrasting | 
with signs advertising Vins en Gros 
et Detail,“ or Tabac.“ or “Epicerie,”’ 
the French for grocery. The clerks 
all wear khaki and on the left arm a 
3 band with the red letters,

Provision has been made for ex- 
pansion of the army postal service as 
the expedition grows in dimensions, 
and new stations are established im- 
mediately when new troops arrive, so 
that newcomers will not have to wait 
long for their mail.

He pointed out that the railroads 
have greatly reduced smoke from en- 
gines used in Pittsburg by improve- 
ments in the fire boxes. These im- 
provements he described as a sim- 
ple matter—merely the enlarging of 
the nozzle of the blower, which in- 
duces draft, and the construction of 
a brick arch in the fire box, combined 
with the more frequent firing of coal 
in smaller quantities. 

Smoke, Henderson remarked, is 
detrimental to the mineral, végetable 
and animal kingdoms, causing the 
corrosion of stone and metals and 
the dwarfing of plants and the weak- 
ening of human beings. He esti- 
mated the total loss from smoke in 
Pittsburg before regulation at $10,-

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By PRINCESS RADZIWILL, 


Daughter of a Russian Count and Herself a Member of the Imperial 
Set in St. Petersburg Before the Revolution. 


This is the fifth installment of Princess Radziwill's hith- 
erto unpublished book, “The Truth About Rasputin,” 


ASPUTIN was far too clever ever to say one word capable of offena- 
R ing the Empress, whose proud temperament would never have for- 
given him any familiarity had he dared to venture upon it. When- 
ever he was in her presence he kept a most humble attitude, and cer- 
tainly mever discussed with her any matters of state and never dared 
entertain her with aught else than religious questions. 
He was far less guarded with re- 
gard to what the told the Emperor, 
whom it is unfortunately true 
he sometimes allowed himself 


remarks he would have done better 
to keep to himself. But the Czar 
never looked upon him in any other 
light that in that of a jester whose 
sayings were absolutely devoid of any 
importance whatever, but who 
amused the Czar at times by the dar- 
ing manner in which he would touch 
upon things and criticise people 
whase names only he would ever 
have dared to mention in a disparag- 
ing tone before Nicholas II. But be- 
tween that and the possession of any 
real power and influence there was 
an abyss which, unfortunately, in 
view of the turn that events were to 
take, no one noticed among all those 
who lamented over the almost con- 
stant presence of Rasputin at Tzar- 
skoie Selo. 


Court Followers Use Rasputin. 


All that I have said, however, re- 
fers only to the Emperor and Em- 
press. In regard to some people who 
surrounded them it was not quite the 
same. It is certain that from the 
first day that the Prophet was in- 
troduced at Tzarskoie Selo some in- 
triguing persons applied themselves 
to make use of him for their own 
special benefit and advantage, and 
tried to create around him a legend 
that had hardly anything in common 
with the real truth. 


It is useless to mention the names 
of these people, whose influence it 
must be hoped is now at an end. But 
it is impossible not te speak of their 
activity in regard to the spreading of 
these rumors which atributed to 
Rasputin an importance he was nev- 
er really in possession of. This caused 
no small damage to the prestige of 
the dynasty. Rasputin ought to have 
been considered for what he was— 
that is, a kind of jester, un fou du 
roi,” who, like Chicot in Dumas’ fa- 
mous novels, allowed himself to say 
all that he thought to his sovereign 
and whose words or actions no one 
could take seriously into account. 
Instead of this some ambitious men 
and women, mostly belonging to that 
special class of Tchenownikis or civ- 
il functionaries that has always been 
the curse of Russia and that, hap- 
pily, is losing every day something 
of its former power, profited by the 
circumstance that the solitary exist- 
ence led by the imperial court in its 
various residences did not allow any 
outside rumors to penetrate to the 
ears of the rulers of the country. 


They intentionally transformed 
Rasputin into a kind of deus ex ma- 
china, whose hand could be traced 
in every event of importance which 
occurred and who could at will re- 
move and appoint Ministers, Gen- 
erals, ladies in waiting, court officials 
and at last induce the Czar himself 
to deprive his uncle, the Grand Duke 
Nicholas, of the supreme command 
of the army and to assume it him- 
self. 


Rasputin Had No Influence With 
Czar. 

These different tales were repeat- 
ed and carried about all over Russia 
with alacrity, and all the enemies of 
the reigning house rejoiced in hear- 
ing them. They were untrue nine 
times out of ten, and generally m- 
vented for a purpose. Rasputin did 
not influence the Czar, who is far 
too intelligent to have ever allowed 
this uneducated peasant to guide or 
to advise him, but unfortunately he 
influenced other people, who really 
believed him to be all powerful 


A kind of camarilla formed itself 
around Rasputin that clung. to him 
and used him for its own purposes, 
and that went about saying that he 
was the only man in the whole of 
Russia capable of obtaining what one 
wanted, provided the Empress, al- 
ways trembling for the health of her 
only son, to discuss with her Imperial 
spouse any subject that he might 
suggest. In reality no such thing 
ever took place. 


Alexandra Feodorowna always kept 
Rasputin at arms’ length, and for one 
thing had far too much faith in his 
absolute disinterestedness even to im- 
agine offering him any reward or 
gratification. But it is a fact that he 
was often called by her to pray at 
the bedside of the little boy, who 
represented the best hope of Russia. 
This circumstance was cleverly ex- 
ploited. 


How He Misrepresented Rulers. 

No one was ever present at his in- 
terviews with the Czar or with the 
Empress; it was therefore easy for 
him to say what he liked about them. 
certain that no one could ever con- 
tradict him, with the exception of 
the interested persons themselves, 
and these could never get to her or to 
learn anything about the wild tales 
which it pleased him, together with 
his friends, to put into circulation re- 
garding the position which he oceu- 
pied atthe court. Thanks to his per- 
suasive powers and to the undoubt- 
ed magnetic force he was possessed 
of, he contrived to imbue even earn- 
est and serious people with the con- 
viction that he was at times the echo

St. Louisan Has Directed New 
York Philharmonic and 
Berlin Orchestras, 


Theodore Spiering, a native St. 
Louisan, will give tonight at the Shel- 
don Memorial auditorium his firat 


violin recital since he left this city 
31 years ago, as a lad of 14. In the 
interim he has enjoyed such honors 
both as a violinist and as an orches- 
tral conductor as no other St. Louis- 
an has ever approached. He has ap- 
peared here but once previously since 
his departure—as soloist with the 
Symphony Orchestra three years 
ago. 

After studying two years in Cin- 
cinnati and four in Berlin, he settled 
in Chicago, founding the Spiering 
String Quartet, which broke the 
ground for chamber music in the 
Middle West. He remained in Chi- 
cago 12 years, teaching the violin, 
and for four years serving as one of 
the first violins in the Chicago Sym- 
phony Orchestra under Theodore 
Thomas. There also he gained, in a 
small way, his first 2 as a 
conductor: 

In 1905, through the encourage- 
ment of Felix Mottl, director of 
opera at Munich, he went to Ger- 
many, hoping to find an opening as 
an orchestral conductor. But con- 
ditions did not prove as rosy as they 
had been painted, and he went back 
to his violin, concertizing in Ger- 
many, England, Holland, Switzerland 
and Denmark for four years, both as 
a soloist with leading orchestras and 
in recital. 

Took Mahler’s Baton. 

In 1909, when Gustav Mahler was 
chosen director of the New York 
Philharmonic Society, he let it be 
known that he was in quest of a con- 
cert master. Fritz Kreisler called the 
post to Splering’s attention. He 
went to Vienna to play for Mahler, 
and was chosen for the place over a 
large number of European appli- 
cants. 

During the second season Mahler 
fell fatally ill, and at his suggestion 
Splering was chosen to finish out the 
year as director. He conducted the 
final 17 regular concerts of the sea- 
son of 1910-11, and received enthusi- 
astic support from the New Tork 
press. The Philharmonic, of course, 
is considered the second best in the 
country, after the Boston Orchestra. 

After Mahler’s death, Spiering was 
considered by a strong faction as hig 
logical successor, but the Philhar- 
monic directors decided that, as he 
was an American, he did not have 
sufficient prestige for the post. So 
they sent to Europe and engaged Jo- 
sef Stransky, then a somewhat ob- 
scure operatic director at Munich. 

Spiering went to Berlin, and until 
the outbreak of the war was actively 
engaged as director, partly of the 
Berlin Philharmonic and partly of 
the Bluethner orchestra. His main 
objective was the bringing out of 
new works, and it was to this St. 
Louisan that Berlin owed its first 
hearing of such compositions as the 
symphony and piano concerto of 
Mrs. H. H. A. Beach and the Cul- 
prit Fay” of Henry Hadley, both 
American composers: Casella’s Ital- 
lan Suite,” a suite by Dohnanyi, sym- 
phonies by Paul Dukas and Enesco; 
the sketch, “In a Summer Garden,” 
by Frederick Delius, Max Reger’s 
“Concerto in the Old Style,” Von 
Hausegger’s “Dionysian Fantasy,” 
and Paul Graener’s symphonic satire, 
“The Conqueror.“ a take-off on Rich- 
ard Strauss. Spiering gave the first 
performance anywhere of Hugo 
Kaun’s overture, “Am Rhein.” 


Musical Adviser for 50,000. 

Spiering was also appointed mu- 
sical adviser of the People’s Free 
Stage, an organization of 60,000 
members in Berlin for the advance- 
ment of drama and music, and 
drafted the programs for 25 sym- 
phony, three chamber music and 
three choral concerts which were 
produced in the season of 1914-15. 
He himself was to conduct the first 
of these concerts in the largest play- 
house in Berlin, which was nearing 


completion when the war began. He 
returned to New York, but the pro- 


grams he had planned were carried 
Since 
the fall of 1914 he has been engaged 
in teaching in New York. 

About 40 of his former pupils, now 
scattered all over the United States, 
have recently formed what is known 
as the Spiering Endowment Fund, 
the purpose of which is to give as- 
sistance to talented pupils, especially 
during the economic stress induced 
by the war. The chances seem that 
enough money will be subscribed to 
make the undertaking worth while. 

The hall in which Splering wil] 
play was designed by his brother. 
the late Louis C. Spiering, an archi- 
tect, among whose works are also 
the Artists’ Guild and the Soulard 
Library.

what occasion or with what purpose. 
The Balkan War Aids the “Monk.” 

The Balkan War gave Rasputin a 
golden opportunity for exercising his 
various talents, and it is pretty cer- 


j tain that he made at the time stren- 


uous efforts in favor of peace, re- 
peating to whomever wished to hear 
him that he had had visions which 
predicted that the greatest calami- 
ties were awaiting Russia, if she 
mixed herself up in it. This feeling 
Was shared by a numerous party, 
and the sovereign himself was the 
most resolute adversary of any mili- 
‘tary intervention in this unfortunate 
affair, It is likely that even without 
Rasputin Russia would not have 
drawn her sword either for Bulgaria 
or for Servia, but nevertheless it 
pleased his friends to say that with- 
out this war would have most un- 
douhtedly occurred. And it also 
pleased him to assert that on this oc- 
casion he had proved to be the savior 
of his native land. We shall see him 
repeat this legend with great relish 
during a conversation which I had 


|| with him personally just before the 


breaking out of the present war. 
There was also another incident in 
which Rasputin most certainly was 
implicated. This was the dismissal 
of Mr. Kokowtsoff, then Prime Min- 
ister and President of the Council, 
followed by the appointment in his 
Place of old and tottering Mr. Go- 
remykine, to whom no one in the 


whole of Russia had ever given a 


thought as a possible candidate for 
this difficult post. Count Witte was 


the personal enemy of Mr. Kokowt- 


soff, whom he had never forgiven 
for his so-called treason in regard to 
himself, and he never missed any 
opportunity to attack him in the 
council of state, of which they were 
both members, criticising his finan- 
cial administration and making fun 
of the splendid budgetg which were 
regularly presented to the Duma. 
These Witte declared to be entirely 
artificial, reposing on a clever ma- 
nipulation of figures. In some ways 
it was easy to find fault with Mr. 
Kokowtsoff, whose name had been 
mixed up far too much for the good 
of his personal reputation in all kind

Assistant Circuit Attorney O’Brien, 
in an opening statement, declared 
the State would try to prove that 
the shooting of Parker on March 10, 
1917, was a result of Mrs. Parker's 
association with Gallagher He said 
he would show they had associated 
three years and that Parker on vari-

The State would show by neigh- 
bors, he continued, that Gallagher 
had been living at the Parker home 
after they separated, and that on the 
night of the killing neighbors, loox- 
ing through the windows of Mrs. 
Parker’s home, saw Gallagher with 


proper, and that the husband had 
even wanted to go in business with 
Gallagher. He said hé would show 
that the only time Galagher inter- 
fered in their affairs was when Par- 
ker beat his wife. 


On the night of the killing, the de- 
fense contends, Parker entered the 
house and started to beat his wife, 
whereupon she got the revolver and 
shot in self-defense. At the time 
of the killing Mrs. Padker at first 
said her husband was shot by ruf- 
flans who came.to their door. She 
later admitted at the city hospital 
that she had done the shooting. 


$2,000,000 Subscrived in Philippines. 

MANILA, Oct. 25.—Liberty day 
was celebrated generally throughout 
the Philippine Islands. Total sub- 
scriptions are now 32,000,000, or 
double the amount subseribed to the 
first Liberty loan.

Freedom and peace without good will are mock- 
eries. 

Of the United States it may be said more truth- 
fully than of any other fighting nation that our 
war is impersonal. We seek neither wealth nor 
power. We have publicly and solemnly repudiated 
any desire for material gain. We do not seek 
money indemnities, or territorial acquisition, or 
conquest in any form. We have put all of these 
behind us. 

While fighting for American rights, American 
honor and American sovereignty, we have pooled 
all these high objects with other nations.

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ELUSIVE WEHIGHT OF THE LOAF. 
Theodore T. Frankenberg of Columbus, O., who 
says he represents the National Association of 
Master Bakers, objects to a statement in a Post- 
Dispatch editorial that the average 10-cent loaf 
sold in St. Louis weighed 11 ounces. He says the 
leading bakers here are selling a 151-2 ounce 
loaf for 10 cents. 

There may be some 151-2 ounce loaves sold 
here for 10 cents. But for three years past the 
Inspector of Weights and Measures’ office has 
been vainly trying to get a law passed fixing 
the weight of the St. Louis loaf, which is too 
elusive for the satisfaction of consumers. 

On Feb. 2, 1915, the Post-Dispatch quoted John 
B. Heydt, vice president of the American Baking 
Co., that “loaves formerly weighed 15 ounces and 
sold for 6 cents, and now they weigh not more 
than 12 1-4 to 18 ounces.” He gave as a reason 
the increase in the cost of production, but it 
is to be noted that this referred to the late la- 
mented 6-cent loaf. 

Late in February of that year R. E. Owen, chair- 
man of the Sanitary Affairs Committee, intro- 
duced a bill in the House of Delegates requir- 
ing bakers to stamp the weight on each loaf. At 
that time Post-Dispatch investigation showed 
that the bakers had reduced the weight of the 
cent loaf to 12 and 13 ounces. 

On Sept. 20, 1916, Iinspector of Weights and 
Measures Griffin tried to have a law passed for 
a standard loaf of 16 ounces. He said that the 
loaves sold here averaged 11 ounces. 

The average consumer, remembering the B-cent, 
15-ounce loaf, will not feel his hunger sated by 
being informed that the 10-cent loaf now sold 
weighs as much as the old 5-tent loaf, even if it 
does. But he has a good reason for fearing that

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| A MILITARY WORK OF ART. 

The battle of the caverns, fought by the French 
northeast of Soissons, is likely to go into the 
textbooks as a classic example of the es 
of the new warfare. 

It seems as if the artistic W and ca- 
pacity of those wonderful people had become so 
dominant in all the affairs with which they 
concern themselves as to invest even a bitter 
military operation with artistic qualities. In 
dash, rapidity and ease and brilliancy of success, 
this attack was a veritable work of art. 

Of course, it also had other qualities worthy of 
remembrance. Assembling their men in a series 
of cavérns previously captured from the Ger- 
mans, the French rushed ahead and seized a 
further series of underground retreats of great 
value to the enemy and occupied the heights 
which the caves honeycombed. They took more 
than 8000 prisoners, 70 large guns, a great store 
of other war material, half a dozen villages and 
redeemed more than two miles of French terri- 
tory, including certain ridges which the Germans 
have found of great assistance in past fighting 
and which were almost indispensable in the 
defense of more important positions beyond. 
The enemy was uprooted from places in which 
he had been {mpregnable since the battle of the 
Marne and another was added to the long list 
of significant 1917 success to which there is no 
counterpart in the German record for oan year. 
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It's been a bad month for the royal heir-ap- 
parents. First the British smashed the armies 
of Rupprecht ot Bavaria and then the French 
tore a hole in the front of Friedrich Wilhelm of 
Prussia. 


STATE PARK SYSTEMS. ’ 
Enos A. Mills of Estes Park, Colo., who has 
done a work worthy of recognition in the crea- 
tion of national parks, is now emphasizing the 
duty of the states toward scenic assets located 
within their boundaries. 
His address in St. Louis ought to help in quick- 
ening a sense of civic responsibility on this at- 
tractive subject. The general Government has 
done about all it can be expected to do when it 
has dedicated to public use the greater physical- 
wonders in the continental structure and as- 
sumed the cost of their development and Per- 
petual maintenance. 
The Cahokia Mound in Illinois and certain 
Ozark landscapes of especial beauty in Missouri 
are examples of places that should be the objects 
of state guardianship. The duty of the states 
in the matter is sufficiently indicated by the 
probability that if such places are not made public 
parks under state auspices, they will not be made 
public parks under any auspices.

The mistress thought of the long 
list of invitations she had issued in 
her lavish way, the dates arranged 
and vacations planned accordingly.

No such extreme instances of our 
serving class taking advantage of 
our employing class has come to our 
notice, although we know the house- 
hold workers can afford to be very 
independent these days, the demand 
for labor is so much greater than 
the supply.“ 


There are several causes con- 
tributing to tho situation.“ she con- 
tinued. The farmers are so pros- 
perous and there is such a scarcity 
of men on the.farm that the country 
girls are not coming to town to work 
this winter. Then there is the cessa- 
tion of immigration, besides all the 
attractive opportunities offered in 
other industries. 


“We find it very difficult to sup- 
ply girls for general housework 
when the wage offered is but $25 or 
$30 a month. This really is a good 
wage. With all expenses paid it 
amounts to twice as much as that 
amount to the girl who works down. 
town, boards herself and pays car 
fare. To those employers who can- 
not afford to pay $35 or $40 a month 
for general housework, we advise 
dispensing with a girl for part of the 
time and employing help by the day 
at $1.50 a day. This system r.ain- 
tained by us is proving a solution of 
the problem to many employers. I

If 
they have faults that cannot be over- 
come we have nothing more to do 
with them. We never have been in 
a position to give the employers the 
benefit of criticism that comes to us 
of their methods nor to dismiss them 
from our lists.“

Food in the Arctic. 


EAR ADMIRAL ROBERT E. 

PEARY, who writes in the 

November Century on “Sledge Trav- 
eling.“ says: 

“After the matter of a suitable 
sledge, come questions of rations, 
dress, instruments, dogs and the size 
of the party required for the work 
at hand. For any serious sledge 
journey in polar regions there are 
four and only four essentials, what- 
ever the time of year, the temper- 
atures, or the length of the trip. 
These are pemmican, tea, ship’s bis- 
cuit and condensed milk. Long et- 
perience with these foods as staples 
has convinced me that nothing else 
is necessary either to provide heat 
for the body or to build muscle. The 
permmican’ for my last expeditfon 
was a preparation of lean beef dried 
until it was friable, then ground fine, 
and mixed with beef fat, sugar and 
a few raisins. No more concen- 
trated or more satisfying meat food 
can be prepared, apd it forms the 
one absolutely indispensable item of 
my polar sledge ration. Our tea also 
was compressed to save bulk. 

“A daily ration of one pound of 
pemmican, one pound of biscuits, 
four ounces of condensed milk and

That SOMETHING big will happen 
is about the safest bet in the western 
hemisphere, however, because Ban 
Johnson says so. And right here, it 
might be pertinent to mention that 
Ban Johnson's tips have seldom gone 
astray.

Johnson is the biggest man in base 
ball today. His rise to this pinnacle 
has been achieved not through a 
“pull” nor at the expense of his 
friends.
